The dozen men who made 
the search carried away five 
cardboard boxes filled with 
various items, including books 
and a gun in a canvas case. 

It was not determined whether 
it was a rifle or a shotgun. 

SHAW, A RUGGEDLY hand- 
some, silver-h aired man, 
brushed past newsmen with- 
out a word when he was re- 
leased from the- Central Lock- 
up after being booked, finger- 
printed and mugged. 

He was arrested in Garri- 
son’s office, where he had. ap- 
peared for questioning in re- 
sponse to a subpena. 

It was the first arrest in 
Garrison’s probe, which has 
stirred world - wide interest 
since it was revealed by The 
States-Item Feb. 17, 

Garrison had recommend- 
ed a bond of $25,000, but 
Criminal District Judge 
Thomas M. Brahney reduced 
it to $ 10 , 000 . j 

The bond was posted by the 
Summit Fidelity . Surety Com- 
pany, records showed. Ber- 
nard Pettingill, a representa- 
tive of General Bonding Agen- 
cy Inc., also signed the re- 
lease order. 

Pettingill said the only 
words uttered by Shaw when 
he wa s being driven from the

A bill of information detail- 
ing accusations against Shaw 
was expected to be filed to- 
day with Criminal District 
Judge Bernard J. Bagert. 

If the DA fails to file such 
a bill within a reasonable 
time after the arrest, Shaw 
is entitled to demand a pre- 
liminary hearing. 

1 The state would then be ! 
forced to bring forward all 
its witnesses to testify against 
shaw, thus giving away its 
case.

- nounced nearly six hours after 
) he appeared alone at Garri- 
. son’s office after having been 
r subpenaed for questioning. 

. His attorney appeared later. 

The anno uncement of 
. Shaw’s arrest said: 

“The first arrest has been 
t made in the investigation of 
; the New Orleans district at- 
torney’s office into the assas- 
sination of President John F. 

; Kennedy. 

“Arrested this evening in 
• the district attorney’s office 
i was Clay Shaw, age 54, of 
1313 Dauphine st., New Or- 
leans, La. 

“Mr. Shaw will be charged 
with participation in a con- 
spiracy to murder John F. 
Kennedy. 

“It should be pointed out, 
however, that the nature of 
this case is not conducive to 
an immediate succession of 
arrests at this time. How- 
ever, other arrests will be 
made at a later date.” 

The booking and the an- 
nouncement did not specify 
whether Shaw was being 
charged with a conspiracy re- 
sulting in Kennedy’s death— 
or with a conspiracy, not car- 
ried through, to commit the 
murder. 

Asked about this, Garrison 
replied: “I don’t want to get 
involved in semantics.” 

The point was brought up 
due to the wording of the an- 
nouncement— “a” conspiracy, 
not “the” conspiracy— and 
because of the DA’s previous 
5 remark that several conspir- 
acies were involved. 

1 ASKED WHAT he meant by 


' “immediate succession of ar- 
* rests,” William Gurvich, the 
■ chief investigator, explained 
' it as, “no other arrests are 
imminent. However, an ar- 
rest may occur tomorrow, or 
an arrest may occur a month 
from now.” 

In Washington, the Justice j 
Department and the FBI de- •• 
clined comment on Shaw’s 
arrest. Officials in Dallas 
said Shaw’s name was not 
familiar to them. 

Shaw’s name does not ap- 
pear in the records of the 
Warren Commission. 

IN NEW YORK, the com- 
mission’s former chief coun- 

I sel, J. Lee Rankin, said, “It 
is true that as far as I know 
we’ve never heard of this 
person.” 

Rankin, now New York 
\ f City’s corporation counsel, 
l added, “I’m sorry, I just . 
I can’t tell you anything about ! 
jit.” 

Pat Riley, press secretary 
2 for U.S. Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
* nedy, D-N. Y., brother of the 
late President, said the sen- 
ator had no comment what- 
soever. 

In Cincinnati, the mother of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the for- 
mer New Orleans resident 
who the Warren Commission 
says killed Kennedy single- 
handedly, said of Shaw’s ar- 
rest: 

“This is the first break for 
us, because this is what we’ve 
been hoping for.” 

Mrs. Marguerite Oswald 
told a news conference last 
night she expects the investi- 
gation to lead to the “com- 
plete exoneration of my son.” 

THE INTERNATIONAL! 
Trade Mart is a privately sup- 1 
ported, nonprofit organization 
formed to promote trade 
through the port. 

Shaw retired Oct. 1, 1965, 
after 18 years as ITM man- 
aging director to pursue his 
personal interests and man- 
age his real estate holdings. 

At the retirement ceremo- 
ny, Shaw was presented a 
plaque and the International 
Order of Merit of the City of 
New Orleans medal. 

He was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre by France during 
World War II, and the Legion 
of Merit and Bronze Star by 
the United States. 

Shaw also is a Chevalier of 
the Order of the Crown of Bel- 
gium and while he was direc- 
tor of the mart France made 
him a “chevalier de l’orde du 
merite commercial.” 

BEFORE RETURNING here 


in 1947, Shaw was briefly en- 
gaged in advertising and pub- 
lic relations work in New York 
City. He was born in Kent- 
wood and moved here at the 
age of 5. 

. Shaw had said in an inter- 
view last week he never met 
or spoke to Oswald. How- 
ever, Shaw said he did re- 
member seeing Oswald pass- 
ing out leaflets outside the 
old ITM at Camp and Com- 
mon. 

Also questioned by the DA’s 
office yesterday before Shaw’s 
arrest were Perry R. Russo, 
25, of Baton Rouge, and 
James R. Lewallen, 38, of 4406 
Paris ave. 

RUSSO SAYS the late Da- 
vid William Ferrie, found dead 
here last week, talked to him 
about the Kennedy assassina- 
tion. 

Lewallen said he roomed 
with Ferrie several years ago 
in Kenner. 

Other developments yester- 
day included the information 
that the DA’s staff has been 
questioning patrons of a for- 
mer French Quarter coffee 
shop which was frequented by 
Oswald before the assassina- 
tion. 

THE SHOP, THE Ryder Cof- 
fefiJHouse* was locaTecT^rglO : 
iJjSaiaaaxX before the buiIcT: 
ing there was demolished. 

It was also learned yester- 
day that federal police in Mex- 
ico City are questioning 14 
people who met Oswald dur- 
ing his trip there in the fall 
of 1963. 

This news was published by 
Novedades, a Mexico City 
daily newspaper. 

I The paper’s night editor, 
[Daniel R. Nava, said in New 
[Orleans that most of the 14 
fare Cuban exiles. 

ONE OF THEM, he said, is 
a young Mexican woman who 
was working in the Cuban em- 
bassy then. 

Nava said Oswald tried and 
failed to get a visa to visit 
Cuba on the trip. Nava is in 
New Orleans to cover develop- 
ments in Garrison’s probe. 

He said, “The questioning 
of the 14 people started very 
recently and was probably 
caused by news of Mr. Garri- 
son’s investigation.” 

HE SAID THE Mexican po- 


lice are running their probe 


alone. 

Friends off Clay Shaw indi- 
cated that while Shaw held 
rflnservat.ivq political vig^g. 
IIP 'Tfl'i a P arfnwpr flLihp-Ja te 
pi ^^idppt . One former asso- 
ciate said he voted for JFK 


in 1960. 

In March of 1961, he was . 
publicly quoted as hailing ; 
JFK’s Alliance for Progress ■ 
for Latin America. As ITM 
chief, Shaw had direct contact 
with Latin American affairs. 

■ Shaw noted that the Alli- 
fance would help New Orleans’ 
economy. He said shipments 
[to Latin America under the 
’ program “will mean a tre- 
. mendous amount of business 
; for those ports that are ready 
to provide the facilities for 
handling this.” 


IN HIS ITM role, Shaw 
traveled extensively, making 
trade promotion trips to Cuba 
in 1949 and 1957. 

Since his retirement from 
ITM in 1965, Shaw has made 
trips to Mexico and Spain. He 
has been spending most of 
his time on travel and literary 
activities. Shaw once pub- 
lished a play which has been 
performed by many amateur 
groups and was made into a 
movie. 

Shaw’s grandfather, also 
named Clay, was sheriff of 
Tangipahoa Parish in the 
early 1900s. 


Criminal Conspiracy 
Is Defined in Code 

The revised Louisiana Code 
of Criminal Procedure, which 


was adopted at the alst ses- 
sion of the Legislature and 
went into effect Jan. 1, cov- 
ers the subject of criminal 
conspiracy. 

It says: 

“Criminal conspiracy is the 
agreement or combination of 
two or more persons for the 
specific purpose of committing 
any crime: provided that an 
agreement or combination to 
commit a crime shall not 
amount to a criminal conspir- 
acy unless, in addition to such 
agreement or combination, 
one or more of such parties 
does an act in furtherance 
of the object of the agreement 
or combination. 

“Where the intended basic 
crime has been consummated, 
the conspirators may be tried 
for either the conspiracy or 
the completed offense, and a 
conviction for one shall not 
bar a prosecution for the 
other. 

“Whoever is a party to a 
criminal conspiracy to com- 
mit a crime punishable by 
death or life imprisonment, 
shall be imprisoned at hard 
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up after Secret Service agents 
labor for not less than one 
nor more than 20 years. 

“Whoever is a party to a 
criminal conspiracy to com- 
mit any other crime (besides 
theft or receiving stolen 
things) shall be fined or im- 
prisoned, or both, in the same I 
manner as for the offense j 
contemplated by the conspira- 
tors; but such fine or impris- 
onment shall not exceed one l 
half of the largest fine or one 
half the longest term of im- 
prisonment prescribed fori 
I such an offense, or both.”
